WHEAT PRODUCTIVITY CLASSIFICATION. 1927-33. 
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With a view to ascertaining She extent of acreage producing 
very high and very low returns of wheat per acre, all wheat farms have 
been classified according to their productivity per acre. The accom- 
payning return sets forth comparative details for the three seasons 
1935-36, 1936-37 and 1937-38. 

In the following notes, the particulars for the previous 
season are shown in parentheses. 

The totel yield for 1937-38 was 43,428,423 (28,714,653) 
bushels, averaging 12.73 (9.39) bushels per acre, and the Agricultural 
Areas Rainfall April-November was 11.38 (10.00) inches. 

Of the 13,063 (12,909) farms in the State 9,760 (6,675) or 
75% tee harvested yields of 9 bushels and over, and 3,303 (6,234: or 
25% (48%) yields of less than 9 bushels. 

4,152 (2,101) farmers or 31.78 (16.28)% harvested 13 bushels 
per acre and upwards, producing 46.64 (27.32)% of the crop from 28.75 
(11.05)% of the total area sown. 42.93 (35.43)% of the farmers harvest- 
ed 9 and under 18 bushels and 25.29 (0.29)% less than 9 bushels per 
acre. 

Of the 4,152 (2,101) farms with average yields of 18 bushels 
and over 1,556 (1,106) were in the Central Division, 1,601 (559) in the 
Lower North and only 995 (436) in the remaining four Divisions of the 
State, 


Of the total 3,303 (6,234) farms under 9 bushels, the Murray 
Mallee and Western Divisions had 790 (1,213) and 1,281 (1,770) respect- 
ively. In these Divisions there were !-3 and 195 under 3 bushels, 227 
and 528 with 3-6 bushels, 520 and 558 with 6-9 bushels, and 1,337 and 
1,086 with 9 bushels and over.

acre, the highest percentage ol Larms with yields of 18 bushels or more 
per acre, and the lowest percentsge with less than 9 bushels.
